Believing that the present school 
board was Illegally organized and 
tnat under the regime now In control, 
hlg usefulness to the school syatem 
of Paducab has outlived itself. It to 
stated by a person In a position to 
Know that U. S. Walston, vice-presi- 
dent of the school board and one of 
Its oldest members In point of ser- 
vice, will hand In his resignation at 
the meeting of the board next Tues- 
day night. . 

The klea of resigning from the 
board was expressed for the first 
time by Mr. Walston after the first 
meeting of the new board the man- 
ner of organization having been dis- 
tasteful to him. At that meeting for 
an "nour and a half Mr. Walston by 
his opposition held up the Blated or- 
ganization of the board. According to 
his view-point, one member was seat- 
ed, who to constitutionally disquali- 
fied for membership. A vacancy was 
filled before the board had ever or- 
ganized, and third, one of the board's 
members was elected to the position 
of secretary, a position which carries 
with It remuneration from the board. 

The opinion Is expressed by sever- 
al of the old members of the board 
that the new board was illegally or- 
ganized, and ns the members per- 
sonally are responsible for any fi- 
nancial operations of the board which 
may be judged, Illegal, Mr. Walston, 
who took no part In Its organization 
other than to present a most force- 
ful protest, feels that it to entirely 
permissible" for' hint to wlthJraw. 

Along with the statement that Mr. 
Walston would resign, it Is asserted 
that W. M. Karnes, also will hand In 
bis resignation. At the organization 
neetlng of the board, Mr. Karnes as- 
sented; In the views of Mr. Walston 
un most of tne points he brought up 
Against the hasty organization of 
iho board. The majority In the board 
can get along without either Mr. 
Walston's or Mr. Karnes' vote to 
carry on the business of the board 
sfter their way of thinking and new 
members piobably would be immedi- 
ately elect* 1. 

When seen this morning about 
the rumor that he would resign from 
thi' board of education, Mr. Walston 
said It was true and that he would 
hand In his resignation to President 
List next Monday. Speaking of his 
reasons for resigning, Mr. Walston 
said In substance as told: 

"As the majority In the board has 
the situation In hand. I believe that 
I could not afTect theli plans for the 
management of the schools by re- 
maining In the board. I shall hand In 
my resignation Monday and they 
may act on It nt the regular meeting 
Tuesday. At the organization of the 
board, I saw that my usefulness had 
been outlived and perhaps they may 
secure another member who will not 
obstruct their plans. I do not believe 
the board was legally organized and 
for that reason prefer to withdraw."

Sends Letter to Chief Collins 
Naming Certain Women and 
Places of Residence Consid 
ered Suspicious

Curtailed as the poMce force was 
last year, the "Frontier Committee" 
hee accepted Chief of Police Collins' 
laclaratlon that be cou'.d not proper- 
ly keep all the city under surveil- 
lance; but *it4» the 12 additional 
men ndded H» -December, IneHfdlng 
two plain clotihes men, the committee- 
men have decided to ask the co-oper- 
ation/ of the policy force In their fight 
against Immoral characters in the 
First ward. 

Accordingly a 'letter has been ad- 
dressed to Chief Collins directing his 
attention to certain bouees in the 
First ward the charneter of which tho 
committee would like to have passed 
on by the police department. The 
chief of police In this letter is asked 
to have hte men investigate fhe 
houses designated and' to report to 
the "Frontier Committee" the result 
of the Investigation. 

The determination to furnish tha 
police with Information In Wielr pos- 
session was decided upon at a meet- 
ing of the "Frontier Committee" last 
night. It was brought up by one 
member that they had not been solic- 
ited, either individually or us a whole. 
The mayor and city Judge havo been 
seen ani I expressed their willingness 
to do all in Uielr power to further 
their oauae. 

The committee appointed to see 
Judge Cross to get his opinion en 
their organization, reported that ihe 
had bewi seen. Jud«e Cross toid the 
committee that uny house whieh has 
as many as three women occupants, 
ind which is regularly visited by 
oabs and men, at all hours of the day 
and night, to subject tq an Investiga- 
tion and that the women may be 
brought before him to prove that 
they are living within th* law. 

Ono woman who was indicted by 
the last grand Jury left town several 
weeks ago, but it was rei»orted to one 
of the committeemen that sine had 
been seen at night in the city.

Thirty Men 



PETITION IN CIRCUIT COURT. 



An ex parte petition to determine 
tho validity of the charter amend- 
ment fixing minimum strength of uhe 
police force at 30 men, was Med in 
the circuit court this morning by 
City Solicitor James 'Cttnrpnefl, Jr., 
pursuant to Instructions from tfoe 
general council. 

The petition is brief and cltew the 
legislative act with the ordinance 
passed by tho general council lost 
year fixing the police force at 18 
men. The petition asks the court 
to decide If the ordinance stands re- 
pealed. If the court decides that it 
Is repealed it upholdB the act of the 
legislature as constitutional. If it 
decides otherwise the decision holds 
the act of the legislature unconstitu- 
tional. 

The ijreatest of interest is ei-ntend 
In the action of Judre William Reed. 
The case will be taken to the oourt 
of appeals for a final settlement. It 
Is a question whether the legislature 
may constitutionally Infringe on a 
city's right of s.>!f-goveruinent.

Only the charred frame walla 
remain this morning. 

Cartwright values his stock: at 
$2,000 and carries $1,200 Insurance. 
The Buckner woman carries $700 In- 
surance and thinks her loss covered. 
One side of her frame house waa 
charred, and water-soaked all the 
contents. Tne Cartwright building la 
owned by the Oeorge O. Hart estate, 
and Is fully Insured. 

The saloon was located In the 
heart of the old "red light" against 
the location of which Indignant pro- 
tests were raised until Judge Reed, 
of the circuit court, ordered the 
evacuation of the district.

California Must Treat Those in San 
Francisco Wi«h Consideration 
Hereafter. 



IT IS IP TO TIIK PACIFIC COAST. 



Washington. D. C. Fob. 1. — Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has succeeded in ne- 
gotiating a treaty with J«)>aii by tiie 
terms of which Japanese cooKea will 
be barred out of the United States 
and American laborers will be ex- 
< '.tided from Japan. The status of the 
citizens of each country residing In 
the other at the present time wll; re- 
main unchanged, but the prohibition 
of tfie interchange of the laboring 
element will be complete. 

This treaty has been tentatively 
agreed to by Japan, but there It a 
string tied to the proposed ratifica- 
tion. The Japanefie Insist that t)he 
.vmerlcans must treat tine Japanese 
in this countiy as fairly as the Jap- 
anese treat Americans In Japan. 
Th«> wIM insist upon some guaran eo 
against unfair boycotts, mob vlo:?nco 
and discrimination. 

In other words, if the people of 
San FranMi'o fill consent I, a'.lo'v 
Japanese children of school age now 
there to CO to t' u public a'huols Ja- 
pan will Ihereui'on sign a treaty ex- 
cluding ali Joitanese laborers from 
the United uaes ("uring Ute life or 
the treaty 

It is now up to California. The 
California delegation was at the white 
house by appointment late this af- 
ternoon and as a result of their con- 
ference they telegraphed to the presi- 
dent of the board of education of Sat: 
Francisco and to the enporlntendent 
of schools asking them to come on to 
Washington to hold a conference 
with the president and Becrstary oi 
state. 

Vp to Frisco Now. 

The Japanese question has now 
reached the point where exclus'ou 
can bp luid w ith In a few weeks and 
the stream of Japanese Immigration 
into this country stopped for good 
and a'l if San Francisco will consent 
to put up with the students already 
in the school's and make lite best of 
their presence Inert*. Thorn are »• 
few of these students in San Fran- 
cisco, and the objection host been ho 
gene: ally to those of mature age, 
that it Is .believed the people of th* 
Pacific slope will readily see the ad- 
vantage of selling upon this compro- 
mise by mean* of which the Japan- 
ese question will be settled In tiie 
s|H-edlest possible way. 

It would b e impossible to get an 
exclusion act through congress at 
fhe present session.

For several days there have been 
Fymptoms of a desire on the part of 
the president to have the - government 
do the work, and it is believed that 
this will very likely he done. The 
statement of this evening indicates 
that It is possible. 

Itig Guns Shoot Out. 
General William Croxier, chief of 
ordnance of the Fnltcfl States army 
told the other day that our big 12 
Inch guns, which carry a projectile 
weighing 1.000 pounds, with a ve 
loclty of 2 COO feet a second for sev- 
eral miles, can be fired only CO or Cb 
times. After that number of rounds 
the rifling in the bore of tho gun will 
become obliterated. There ts a dif- 
ference of opinion as to what causes 
this; whether the contact with the 
projectile wears It out, or whether 
the Intense heat caused by the com- 
bustion of a large charge of powder 
brings the skin of the metnl nearly 
.to the melting point and, being in 
that f.tate, the rifling Is washed 
nway by the rush of the powder it- 
self. But anyway, after 60 rounds, 
tiie projectile will not follow the ri- 
fling In the gun unlese a larger band 
of copper than usual la placed around 
i:. The projectile Is made or steel 
and is embraced by a copper band 
which, fUting into the rifling In the 
poTe of the gun, cause** Its revolu- 
tion. By enlarging this band the gun 
may be made to last a little longer. 
H can be flred perhaps a dozen times 
more.

Vachlngton, Feb. I. — The senate 
today began its session with a lecture!

He had partic- 
ular reference to his In-abi'.lty to se- 
cure passage of the diplomatic and 
consular and the fort I flc--.it Ions appro- 
priation M!4h which were on the cal- 
endar. Before the session ended these 
two measures had been disposed of. 

Senator Beverldge concluded tola 
speech In advocacy of'hlB child labor 
bill WihJk-h hag occupied three days. 
Ills argument today was devoted to 
the constitutional power of congress 
to prohibit Interstate commerce in 
child-made good-/. He wae questioned 
somewhat closely by senators who 
hold .this power d-oeg not exist, *uid in 
replying, took the brood frrcund that 
the |K>wer of congress over Interstate 
and foreign commerce was absolute; 
that guch commerce could be prohib- 
ited altogether as far as the |H>wer 
was concerned, and that in a'l cases 
que itlon of policy and not of power 
waa Uho point to be considered. 

The house today passed the senate 
:bUl Increasing the board of customs 
of appraisers In New York from 10 
• to 12 and also passed the senate bill 
making provision for conveying a 
strip of ground In St. Augustine. Fla., 
known as the "Lines" for school pur- 
poses. 

Kavor Free HrcdN . 
The agricultural appropriation bill 
occupied the house most of the day 
'and as usual when the amendment 
'striking out the free distribution of 
seeds wag reached, members from the 
farming districts outvoted thorn from 
jthe cities, reversed a ruling of the 
chair by a vote of I3t> to 85 and re- 
stored the paragraph as has been the 
law for a number of years.

Progressive 
cltizemi took hold of the Commercial 
chub and in the face of d I bcou rage- 
meats !^hv<? made It an Institution 
for the couimorcl.il good of I'aducah. 
Others, seeta? Lhem (Joins this, with 
a gracious tock of envy truly altruis- 
tic, have permitted them M> continue 
in tlhe good work, neither aiding nor 
positively hindering their efforts. 

Now, tho e business men, who have 
not been participating In the active 
work of the organisation, could be 
•brought in If every member of the 
Commercial club would pledge him- 
«*jlf to secure one new mouther Uhis 
month. That would doublo the mem- 
bership of the organization and give 
Paducah. a Commercial club of the 
size tin* city merits, and of power and 
influence many (old multiplied. There 
la rot a member of tho club unable 
to secure a new member and until 
a proselyting campaign is undertaken 
Uio growth of the organization will 
be show, though Its oresunt strength 
Is maintained. 

Hundreds of little things that un- 
done would have proved embarrass- 
ing to the city, have been accomp- 
lished quietly and much as a matter 
*-"jr»e by the Commercial club 
during the year. The entertainment 
of capitalists and buBinesj men, the 
furnishing of Information to them 
con<-«<rning the city; the answering 
of correspondence on subjects close 
to the Industrial welfare of l*a«lucaih; 
the development of enterprises yet to 
be fulfilled, which the breath of pub- 
licity initrht now put to death — oil 
these things come clearly wltlhia the 
province of such an organization, and 
(!-•■> have cost hundreds of dollars, 
not a cent of which was wasted.

It 
was through the active efforts of the 
Commercial olub that the immigra- 
tion convention vh* held here, the 
starting of a movement that promises 
muui for the development of this 
■action. 

The CommerciaJ club pressed homo 



on both railroad lines the urgency 
of locating tlckot and freight offices 
on Broadway, and this cKy feature 
has neon vouchsafed Haducah. 

It was through the Com mere I ai 
club that the Iowa delegation of over 
WO prominent westerners waa Intro- 
duced to real Kentucky hospitality 
In such an unexpected and altogether 
charming manner, that every publica- 
tion in Iowa of any Importance, de- 
voted columns, not «nly of bhe hos- 
pitality of Paducaih, but to her com 
morclal advantages, the knowledge 
of the subject they displayed Indi- 
cating that the Commercial club 
committee did not fail in its duty to 
impress on the stranger within our 
gates the manifold blessings Provi- 
dence hath bestowed on this city. 

The year was olOsed with the In- 
ducement of Mr. Harry FinJey to lo- 
cate his glass plant In this city, un- 
der a contract to erect buildings and 
guaranty a payroll of $3,000 weekly. 

These are some of the things ac- 
complished' by the Commercial olub 
that have reaohed the stage where 
publicity in not fatal. All business 
men recognize the benefits, the neces- 
sity of having such an Institution. 
The harvest Is ripe, and if the mem- 
bers start th« new year properly, the 
Paduoah Commercial club will begin 
Its annuel work under conditions, 
the most auspicious in its history .

Great Britain constructed vessels ag- 
gregating 348.385 tons; Germany, 
143,122 tons; the United States, 101- 
210 tons, and France, 14,295 tons. It 
Is obvious that the aggregate tonnage 
built during the sexennial term by the 
three countries last nemed fell short 
or the tonnage created In the some- 
time In the United Kingdom by 50,- 
000 tons.— New York Sun.

Skldoo Stick! The latest thJn«. 
School boys will make them. Girls 
wil; be crazy about t'hera. Old men 
will gaze w-iih raptured amazement 
at tihe mystic revolutions of the card- 
board square on the end of a stick. 
Mechanics wil* ponder over the laws 
of friction and gravitation which 
make the simple act of rubbing tin 
■notches on the stick with a round 
pencil, cause the card-board square 
to revolve. 

"Twenty-three! 'Tls the teoret of 
Mie stick. On tho slick are twenty- 
three notches, evenly made. Twelve 
011 one corner, eleven on Che opposite. 
Twelve and. eleven are twi»nty-Uhree. 

Skldoo sticks aire easily tnado. 
Hard wood la preferable but even 
soft pine will do. Anybody can make 
them. Skldoo sticks are all the rage 
in the east. They had gotten as far 
as •Cincinnati when a drummer 
brought the secret to Paducah. They 
came from the east but everybody in 
Paducah wil; be rrom Missouri until 
the secret is learned. 

Here's how a skidoo stick is made: 
Take a square pl<jee of wood a toot 
long, about a haiir Inch to the side. 
Out one end off squarely and evenily. 
Them on one corner oT the stock cut 
twelve notches a quarter or an Inch 
deep. Begin the notches a hair inch 
end of the stick and cut 
the same size until you have 
cut twelve. Be careful that the 
notches are plumb true. 

Then on exactly the opposite cor- 
ner of the atlck cut eleven notches 
beginning a half inch rrom the end 
or the stick and the name size as the 
notches on rhe other side. W'ben 
that much of the skldoo stick Is com- 
pleted, the notches will be the mys- 
tic power that causes the cardboard 
to revolve. We an ordinary pocket 
knife to whltlle out the notches. A 
barlow Is Itest because the * pell seenis 
surer when a barlow Is used. 

The last operation Is to cut a piece 
of card-board, aa thick as shoe box 
card-board, about one Inch and a bald 
or three quarters square. Pierce 
this piece or card-board exactly In 
the center with a pin end stick tb< 
pin Into the end ot the skldoo atlck. 
Stick it down nrnily !utq the skidoo 
stick. Whirl the card-board square 
around with your finger until It turns 
easily on- the pin. 

00 There you have the complete skl- 
doo stick. 

To make that square revolve of tt- 
se'.r, take an ordinary round pencil 



and rub it up and down over tho 
notches on one corner or the skidoo 
stick and watch the card-board re- 
volve. It does not make any differ- 
ence which sido of the stick you rub, 
though, of course, you must rub the 
notches. 

To those persons who have been 
initiated into the final degr-e of the 
Order of Skidoo Sticks, it is known 
how to make the card-bonrd reverse 
its revolutions and without stopping.

Washington, Feb. I. — Presl.lent 
Roosevelt has decided to appoint a 
negro to federal office In Ohio. The 
man selected Is Ralph Tyler of Co- 
lumbus, and he probably will be giv- 
en the place of surveyor of customs 
at Cincinnati, the home of Senator 
Foraker, who has been fighting the 
administration In the Brownsville 
matter, taking the side of the dis- 
charged colored soldiers. 

The president has been Jmpresse.l 
by the professed friendship of Sena- 
tors Foraker and Dick for the colored 
race and believes that they should 
have opportunity to show this In a 
concrete way. It Is understood that, 
appreciating the strength of the 
president's position, the Ohio sena- 
tors will not oppose Tyler's confir- 
mation. 

At present New York Is the only 
northern state in which negroes hold 
federal office. On numerous occasions 
In the past the president has desired 
to appoint negroes in other northern 
states, but has been deterred by the 
opposition of Republican senators 
and representatives from tnose states.

Chicago, Jan. . — Prof. Freder- 
ick Starr, or the University of Chi- 
cago, recently returned from the 
Jungles of Africa, has analyzed the 
evening dress suit, Its origin and coin 
pnnent parts, and finds that It Is a 
survival of a riding habit in vogue at 
the time of the Norman conquest, 
SOO years ago.

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I is now asserted that Dr. Leduc, 
• French xavant, living at Nantes, 
has really succeeded In producing a 
living organism by a chemical ex- 
periment. 

The new discovery was communi- 
cated recently to the Paris Academy 
of Science by M. d'Arsouval, and has 
naturally aroused great Interest 
among biologists. 

In order to obtain the personal ex- 
planation cf his remarkable experi- 
ments, I called on Dr. l,educ and 
found him very much disturbed by 
the excitement arouaed by his work, 
antj considerably- worried by the 
almost Innumerable demanJs made 
upon hie time by curious callers. 

"It la 16 years." he said, "alnce 1 
began my researches Into the culture 
of the artificial cell. All the In- 
vestigations Into the phenomena of 
vegetable and animal life are aimed 
at determining tne physical and chem 
Hal forces that produce the forms 
presented by living beings. Direct- 
ly or Indirectly life consists In a col- 
lection of physico-chemical pheno- 
mena and the problem of biogenesis, 
or spontaneous generation Is a scien- 
tlflc problem. 

"This problem of the f; mtaneous 
production of new life has been so 
far Inaccurately stated. Those who 
*ave approached It by experiment 
have sought at once to produce a liv- 
ing being, with all the complexity of 
Its forma and of its many functions. 
But since biology consists In determin 
in* the forces that produce a form of 
life It is more reasonable to seek to 
produce that form by the sole play of 
these same forces existing life. 

"It la from this standpoint that 
the problem of spontaneous genera- 
tion ought to be regarded. It con- 
sists not In -•''kit:.' at once to produce 
a living being, but In seeking to di- 
rect the forces of nature and thus to 
reproduce separately the elementary 
forms of living beings." 

Having thus explained the general 
Idea that actuated his work Dr. 
Leduc went on to speak of the ex- 
periments on the germination and 
growth of the artificial cell. 

"Into a diluted solution of sul- 
phate of copper I let fall a 'drop' of 
syrup containing traces of ferrocya- 
nide of potassium. The drop becomes 
covered with a m-mbrane of ferro- 
cyanlde of copper, which water can 
permeate, but whicli Is Im rvlous. 
to the sugar. This cell Is Bimllar to 
the cell of Traube, nut differing from 
It because It not only nas the faculty 
of swelling and Increasing, but also 
of putting cnt extensions like root- 
lets and little stems, and ore seems 
to see these extension* slowly grow- 
ing." 

The doctor then proceeded to Il- 
lustrate his experiments by dropping 
his various chemicals Into a test tube. 
The cells formed began to grow with 
remarkable swiftness. Fragile ten- 
drils shot out of the parent cells, ter- 
minating in shapes that resembled 
leaves, blades of grass or miniature 
ferns. And the doctor explained In 
detail how these "plants" possessed 
many of the characteristics of living 
organisms. While they possessed 
the power of nutrition and growth 
they lacked tnc power of reproduc-

extremely sensitive to heat, cold and 
Light, and when wounded are able to 
cure themselves. 

"I have sought to realise the con- 
ditions of the aeed, Id the Interior of 
which, during the period of gener- 
ation, two forces (osmotic pressure 
and cohesion) are working, " continu- 
ed Dr. Leduc. 

' T.ie contact of the ferrocyanlde 
or potassium with the sulphate of 
copper produces the envelope. Under 
the influence of the difference of 
osmotic pressure between the 'drop' 
and the liquid. Into which it Is plung- 
ed, the water penetrates through the 
'skin' of the envelope which the sugar 
cannot ret through. 

"The cell gradually Increases In 
size. Mtfl some minutes at one point 
of the surface Sprouts a bud. which Is 
surrounded immediately by a 'skin' 
of ferrocyanlde of copper. On the top 
of this bud a second Is produced, on 
that a third, and so on. 

Each bud represents a cell, and 
one sees the cells slowly develop in a 
straight line, one arter the other, ln^im. debating whether he should put

"Such." concluded Dr. Leduc. "Is 
the whole secret of the growth of the 
artificial cell. This growth Is hori- 
zontal or vertical, according to whetii 
er It Is produced -on a glass plate or 
In a tube. One cell can produce from 
15 to 20 branches with leaves and 
points, and provided with terminal 
organs, round or pear-shaped, resem- 
bling a tendril or the head of a mush- 
room, according to the composition 
of the liquid in which the culture 
took place and the conditions of the 
growth." 

Before leaving I was shown some 
tubes in which Dr. Leduc had carried 
out his artificial culture. They were 
extremely curious, having all the ap- 
pearance of natural vegetation. —

Frankfort, Ky„ Feb. 1— la revers- 
ing a Judgmeat of the Jefferson chan 
eery court, second division, In a case 
of the commonwealth, for the use of 
the Louisville school hoard.' against 
the Illinois Central Railroad com- 
pany and others, and sand'ng It back 
for trial on the facts, the court of ap 
peals today declared to be wi/« Sec- 
tion 192 of the atentnek} constitution 
which provides that no corporation 
shall hold any real estate, except such 
ns may be pro|>er nnd necessary for 
carrying on its legitimate business, 
fo ra longer period than flva years, 
under pen«.lty of escheat. 

The court upholds Section 2971 of 
the Kentucky statutes authorizing 
the school board* of cities of tih© first 
ilsss to Institute action for the es 
cheat of such property for the cause 
mentioned in Section 192 of the eon- 
stltutlon and Sectlou 5C7. Kentucky 
statutes. The court further says thut 
the fact that the leg!tJa,tur« has al- 
lowed the ure of escheats In cltie-3 of 
the first clasft io the public schools In 
such cities, and authorized tin; scbocl 
board to sue and recovor thoni Is not 
special legMnblon, although the state 
does not allow the same privilege to 
the school board of other cities.

San Francisco. OaL, Feb. I. — That 
an "unwritten agreement" exists be- 
tween the Southern Pacific railroad 
and tho Santa Fe whereby they share 
the rltruB fru.f traffic of soumern Cal" 
ifornia was the sensational testimo- 
ny brought out by the government at 
today's hearing of the Har:lman mer- 
ger case before Interstate Commerce 
Commissioner Lane. 

W. A. Bissci:, assistant traffic man- 
ager of the Santa Fe system and a 
director In the Western Pacific rail- 
roaj. conceded under oath that tne 
two roads are observing the "unwrit- 
ten agreement" whereny each scru- 
pulously avoids any intrusion Into the 
other's territory after the fruit has 
befn packed. 

President Schwcrln testified that 
the San Francisco and Portland 
Steamship company, of which he Is 
niso president, hnd recently raised 
steamship rates and that at the snme 
time the Southern Pacific raised its 
rate to Portland. Commissioner l>ane 
brought out the fart that the rise of 
the steamfhlp rates followed a con- 
versation on the subject with Traffic 
Manager Luce of the Southern Pa- 
cific. 

Sehwerln volunteered the state- 
ment that there wns no real compe- 
tition between the railway and the 
simmers because the steamers give 
he'.ter service and get fiore freight 
than they can handle without solici- 
tation. Tnls statement was not relish- 
ed by the railroad men present. It 
was afterward modified by Sehwerln 
a* applying only to present tempora- 
ry condition'-..

Where Would France Stand in Case 
the United States and Japan Fight? 



A correspondent has expressed the 
opinion that In the event of a war be- 
tween England and Japan on the one 
hand and the l.'nited States and Ger- 
many on the other, France would 
side wltn the two combatants first 
named. It seems most probable that 
•he would deride to remain neutral. 

So far as we know the subject has 
not yet been discussed in the Pans 
press. Intelligent Frenchmen, how- 
ever, cannot have railed to observe 
that an Influential German newspap- 
er, generally accepted as a semi-of- 
ficial organ, has declared that should 
the United states become involved 
In a war with :m Anglo-Japanese 
own Interest in determining her 
course, and It Is certainly not for her 
Interest to see sthe American navy 
driven from the ocean. Commenting 
with approval Vienna newspaper has 
said that Austria's Interests would 
impel her to co-operate with Ger- 
many, even though she mlgnt not 
be constrained to take such a step by 
the text of the Triple Alliance. 
Such newspaper assertions do not, 
of course, commit a government or 
necessarily foreshadow Its Intention, 
but as we have formerly said, it Is In 
credible that Emperor William would 
forego an opportunity of securing 
what he aas striven patiently to gain, 
the good will of the American peo- 
ple. 

The French, on their part, whllo 

they are by temperament Impulsive, 
have been taugnt by bitter experience 
to count the cost before rushing Into 
war, and common sense would' make 
them recognize that in land opera- 
tions against Germany they would in- 
evitably be beaten unless they should 
receive aid from Russia. That Rus- 
sia would countenance any combina- 
tion which if successful, would nave 
for its outcome the exaltation of 
Japan Hs Inconceivable. Such a hy- 
pothesis would be on the face of It a 
rcductlo ad absurdum. Undoubted- 
ly the St. Petersburg government 
would insist, in the consistency sup- 
posed, that France should remain 
strictly neutral, and, willingly or un- 
willingly France woui.I have to 
yield. 

Why should anybody Imagine that 
Frenchmen would desire to combine 
with Japan and Great Britain against 
the United States? They are under no 
obligations to enter Into such a coali- 
tion. An entente cordlale should not, 
of course be confounded with a 
theaty. The Anglo-French treatj 
put an end to a number of con- 
troversies wnlch had given trouble 
In the past; but the only part of l: 
which has any bearing on the future 
Is the agreement tnat France submit 
to Great Britain's exercise of a tute- 
lary function In Egypt on condition 
that the assertion of a similar pro- 
tectorate on the part of France In 
Morocco should be upheld. In view 
of Germany's opposition, the condi- 
tion could not be and has not been 
fulfilled. The consideration not be- 
ing forthcoming, a very different ai- 
rangement from that designed for 
Morocco having been effected at Al- 
gcrlras. It Is at least Jlsputnble 
whether the agreement concerning 
Egypt Is any longer binding upon 
France. 

The entente cordlale when not 
based on great services offered and 
accepted, Is apt to prove ephemeral. 
Two years ago an entente ordHale of 
an apparently fervent and certainly 
effusive kind existed between Great 
Britain and the United States, yet 
It did not prevent Lord Lans-iowoe 



from negotiating a treaty with Japan 
which at least would compel Great 
Britain to remain neutral in a contest 
between the Tokio government and 
the United States, even if the British 
foreign office should argue — strange 
argument — that tne duty of protect- 
ing the mikado's subject In the Phil- 
ippines, Hawaii and San Francisco 
was not Included in the "special In- 
terests" contemplated In the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance. Any such inter- 
pretation of the treaty would be sure 
to be repudiated at Tokio. If, then, 
the entente cordlale which two years 
ago existed between the United States 
and Britain was In the opinion of the 
British foreign office, compatible with 
the formation of the alliance with 
Japan, what value will a cordlale un- 
derstanding with England have for 
Franco? 

But for the fact that by acquiring 
a large part of further India, France 
has given a hostage to fortune and 
has exposed herself to Injury at the 
hands of the Japanese she coulJ 
doubtless be prevailed upon by her 
Russian ally to become a supporter 
of an American-German combination. 
France, Germany and Russia might 
co-operate today In the Atlantic with 
as much propriety as they co-operat- 
ed in 1895 In the Pacific. The dis- 
memberment of Alsace-Lorraine Is 
12 years further off than It was then. 
France, however, might be excuseJ 
for not wishing to risk the loss of her 
large possessions In Indo-Chlna, whlcn 
have but recently begnu to be remun- 
erative. 

We Incline to think, then, that in 
the event of a war between Japan 
and the Urlted State the French re- 
public would lie neutral although it 
would be subjected probably to very 
strong pressure in fear of an active 
expousal of onr cause. — N. Y. Sun.

This 
mountaineer has nothing but his 
weather-beaten experience to guide 
his Judgment, but It seems more ac- 
rurate than the weather reports In 
the last month, which have received 
many severe Jolts.

The Scotia ran out or coal a few 
miles up the river and the Mary N. 
had to carry coal to It before the 
trip could be finished..

Mud left on the wharf here by the 
falling river will be cleaned off by 
the bwIH current until the river gets 
onslderably lower, than tne efficient 
fire department will gladly come 
down and clean the remainder or 
the wh.u i off until It looks like "spot- 
less town" — NIT! .

On account of the Dick Fowler be- 
ing laid up, the George Cowling U 
handling aome trade It otherwise 
would not get.
